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What is Needed at Orono. 


We publish in another column a somewhat 
lengthy article regarding our State College at 
Orono, introducing the same by @ few words 
designed to give approval toits tone, and com- 
mend for it careful reading. And perhaps it 
may be as well, in this connection, and with 
the thoughts of our readers already upon the 
subject, to allade more particularly to some 
urgent needs of the Institution; needs which 
mast be supplied before it can give that com- 
plete training it is designed to give, or sufli- 
ciently qualify pupils to properly discharge 
what they may in after life be called upon to 
discharge. Wedo not refer to buildings, to 
apparatus, to instructors—of these it has 
enough. When we say it has buildings 
enough, we mean however, buildings for the 
direct collegiate purposes. Of these the col- 
lege has ample means for giving accomm oda- 
tion to ene hundred and twenty-five pupils, 
and suitable and appropriate rooms for the va- 
rious exercises of the class and lecture room 
fer laboratory practice, &. Its apparatus, if 
less extensive than that of some of the older 
colleges, is better adapted to its wants from 
its modern make, and the advantages secured 
by modern discovery and invention. The fac- 
alty of instruction—as given in full by usa 


homestead act, agricultural and mechanical 
college scrip, under railroad grants, Indian 
scrip, &e. The natural wealth of our public 
domain is immense and almost exhaustless; 
and when the new States and territories shall 
have become fully peopled, and other States 
yet unnamed formed from this vast area, and 
their immense natural wealth becomes availa- 
ble—a new period of civilization and national 
progress such as the world has never seen will 
have commenced, the grand future of which 


no one is now wise enough to predict.

Some Results of Extensive Drainage. 


Our readers are already familiar with the 
extent to which the thorough draining of land 
has been carried by English farmers, and the 
increased crops and higher rents which have 
in all cases followed the drainage of land hay- 
ing a sonfewhat retentive subsoil. But some 
of the English journals are beginning to think 
that their farmers have run too precipitately 
into the theory that because standing water is 
‘unwholesome in one’s shoes, er among grow- 
ing crops, therefore it is the farmer’s enemy, 
te be conducted out of thé country and into 
the sea with as little delay as possible. It is 
even thought there is serious danger of drain- 
ing too extensively. It is asserted also, that 
the annual rainfall, though on the whole suffi- 
cient if made proper use of, is no longer so co- 
pious as it once was, from the very nature of 
the land. Often, as in the dry summers of 
1868 and °69, farmers would give many shil- 
lings an acre for a good shower, while for or- 
dinary purposes water runs short, and has in 
some plaees to be fetched at expense and troub- 
le from a distance. This is believed to be 
caused in a very great degree by the extensive 
underdraining which has been largely prac- 








few weeks since—is already ample in numbers 
and ability—from the head of the same, a gen- 
tleman of culture and scholarly attainments, 
down through the entire list to the officer of 
least impertance. In all these particulars, the 
forces of the college are equal to any demand 
likely to be made upon it; in other respects it 
is deficient, and that too, in particulars that 
can no longer fail to receive attention without 
endangering the complete success of the insti- 

tution. As yet no effort has been made to 
provide workshops for the college, although in 

about six months its first class will have com- 

pleted the prescribed four years’ course. It is 

true that other buildings have been needed 

first, that the college has had many obstacles 

to contend with, and that appropriations actu- 

ally needed have been reduced through a short 

sighted policy of false economy, which too of- 

ten controls State appropriations for education- 

al and humanitarian purposes—compelling the 

Trustees to do as they could, rather than as 

they would. But the obstacles have been 

overcome, the needed buildings are erected, 

and the appropriations have been made the 
most of. Now the werkshops must be built, 
there must be tools and machinery and the va- 
rious appliances for giving a practical mecham 
ical education. The ‘act of Congress under 
which this institution was established, ex- 
pressly enjoins this as one of the conditions to 
be carried out; and workshops, machinery, 
tools, are as necessary to give a thorough and 
practical training t» the mechanic, as a farm, 
mowing machine, hoe, are to give the same 
practical and efficient training to the farmer. 
Without these the college fails to carry out its 
complete design, and we are right in demand- 
ing the State to provide means for their erec- 
tion and -quipmeat. The same may be said of 
the need of a plant house for horticultural pur- 
poses, of better barns, of more and better farm- 

ing implements and machines, of more and bet- 
ter stock for illustrative and comparative pur- 
poses, and of a larger and better reference and 
general library. But while these latter wants 
de not press, and will no doubt be forthcom- 
ing im good time, we urge the fermer, asa 
matter of great importance, and as one that 
should be attended to at once. 

Heretofore, from the very nature of the cir- 
cumstances surrounding it, the college has 
been beset with great uncertainty and doubt. 
Now all this has changed. Its location is for- 
ever settled; its buildings have been erected 
with a view to its future wants; its professors 
are piedged to its success, and will labor with 
all their might to this end, and its pupils are 
rapidly increasing in numbers. Whatever is 
needed to more completely carry out the de- 
sign of the general government, the State vir- 
tually contracted todo when it accepted the 
national grant. And it belongs to the State 
to provide buildings, apparatis, implements, 
tools, workshops, stock, or any other thing 
needed in the way of furnishing means to give 
& liberal education to the industrial classes. 
This is the only way known to us, the only 
way expected by the Trustees, from which 
funds are coming to meet the pressing need of 
the institation. And we speak for the farm- 
ers and mechanics of the State—they who bear 
the burdens of taxation, who look to this cel- 
lege to benefit if not them, certainly their sons, 
and possibly their daughters, when we ask 
the Legislatare soon to assemble to make a 
sufficient appropriation for the Psopie’s Cox- 
Leak at Orono, to enable its Trustees to place 
it in such @ position—so far as external or in- 
ternal equipments are coneerned—that it may 
be completely fitted to impart a thorough prac- 
tical and scientifie education to all its pupils, 
= any department of study which it claims to 
give. 
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Public Domain of the Nation. 


Occasionally, one finds under the sombre 
binding and generally forbidding covers of a 
“Pub. Doc.” a large amount of useful infor- 
mation. Thus in the report of the Commis- 
sioner of the General Land Office for 1868— 
volume of ever 400 pages—besides a full show- 
ing of the extent, resources, climate and pro- 
gress of our western States and territories, is 
an elaborate and quite lengthy paper on Forest 
Caltare, giving infermatien not only on what 
the nations of the Old World have done in this 
direction, but what the people of the Great 
West are doing and expect to do. In the re- 
port of the same department for 1869, is a pa- 
per of great value on the public lands of the 
United states, evidently prepared with great 
care, in regard to their mineral, agricultural, 
fur and timber resources; and also one on tae 
Railway System of the United States as con- 
nected with her industrial One 
an imperfect but forcible idea of the magnitude 
of our country by being told that we possess 
sell ely yet to be disposed of, 1,405,

ticed by British farmers. Land in districts 
under good cultivation is said to be pretty 
much like the roof of a house. No sooner does 
rain come than it sluices off through pipes, 
drains, ditches, streams-and dykes, till it finds 
its way to the main rivers in q very few hours 
after it has fallen. The rivers, with the work 
ofa month crowded into a ‘‘flush’’ of a day 
or two, prove unequal to the task, overflow 
their banks and damage neighboring crops to 
a greater or less degree. What is required is 
not expatriation, but* transfer of the surplus 
supply. of surface water—instead of having too 
much of it when it is not wanted, to have it in 
store against an evil day, and to b> able to 
make use of it when wanted. Consequently 
some of the agricultural papers are advocating 
the construction of large reservoirs in hollows 
or pieces of waste land, to receive the surface 
water, falling in heavy reins, as more advisa- 
ble and profitable than reclaiming them by 
drainage. Even Mr. Mechi, the model farmer 
of England, suggests the building of large an- 
derground tanks, well arched over, the tanks 
to be of brick, cemented and provided with 
pumps. These statements show ‘the result of 
the extensive draining ot large sections of 
country, and they also show how common a 
thing it is for these farm practices and opera- 
tions to be carried to extremes. 

It seems tojus however, a serious objection 
would result trom conducting surface water to 
tanks or cisterns, on account of the deposit of 
sediment and earthy matter that would run in 
during heavy rains, not only filling up the 
tank, but interfering with the complete work- 
ing of pumps. A far better plan would be to 
erect large roofs in convenient positions, under 
which tanks could be sunk, and the water con- 
ducted to them. The lower part or eaves of 
these roofs should come nearly together, so 
that one gutter and conductor would answer 
for both. Erected in pastures such roofs— 
which need not be expensively constructed— 
would serve another good purpose by affording 
grateful shade for farm stock during the se- 
verely hot days of summer. And considering 
the fact that during the past two seasons— 
even in Maine—many farmers had to drive 
their cattle from the pastures to the rivers, 
and wells off their farms, to obtain water, 
such an arrangement would not be a bad one 
for them to enter into; and the outlay in their 
construction could hardly be greater than the 
value of the time spent im hauling water to 
water stock or driving it, every day, a mile 
from pasture to obtain water.

International Crop Reporting. 


Commodore M. F. Maury—a_ gentleman 
whose scientific attainments have a world wide 
reputation, and whose labors resulting from 
his study of the physical geography of the 
Ocean, have conferred benefits to humanity 
and to the commerce of the world which cannot 
be estimated in money—has promulgated a plan 
of imternation.:| co-operation of a general and 
systematic character for meteorological ob- 
servations and for reportiag the condition and 
average of creps planted. His plan, in brief, 
is to make use of the present weather Signal 
Service, the Agricultural Department, which 
shall have reliable reporters in every section 
of the country, and to induce foreign nations 
to make similar arrangements throughout the 
several countries. The extent and severity of 
every storm and drouth, as well as the conse- 
quent damage to growing crops, shall be sent 
to every part of the world by th> quickest 
means of conveying intelligence, published by 
the government and generally circulated among 
the people. The earliness or lateness of the 
time of planting and sowing in each section of 
country, as compared with other years, is 
another matter that shall engage the attention 
of the crop reporting bureau. As the season 
advances, the general conditions and prospects 
of each crop in every section is to be reported. 
As soon as the harvest is gathered in, but be- 
fore the crops are disposed of, another and more 
complete report is to made, which shall conclu- 
sively show how the yield of any prodact com- 
pares with the production of previous years. 

By possessing this knowledge concerning 
his growing crops, the farmer could not so 
easily be imposed upon by the false reports 
of commercial agents or speculators, who 
report through the newspapers pablished in 
the interest of parties who wish to buy low, 
that crops, if cutoff at home, are in suflicient

Department of Agriculture. 
First Report of Commissioner Watts. 

The Commissioner of Agriculture, Hon. 
Fred’k Watts, sends us a copy of his first re- 
port, just submitted to Congress, for which he 
will please accept our thanks. We have read 
the document with much interest, and think if 
his suggestions cencerning the future of the 
Department could be put in operation, it would 
more completely carry out the great work giy- 
en it todo. Passing over particulars regard- 
ing the Department itself, let us refer briefly 
to one or two of these leading suggestions. 

The first is, that by some means the agricul- 
tural colleges of the several States should be 
placed in direct and intimate relations with 
the Department. On the one hand the results 
of the experiments conducted by these colleges 
should be concentrated, analyzed and dissem- 
in&ted from the National Agricultural Depart- 
meat at Washington. On the other hand, the 
colleges should be a medium through which 
the knowledge gained by the Department, and 
the new seeds and plaats procured, may be 
imparted. We have before urged the forma- 
tion of such a chain of communication between 
the State colleges and the Department, and be- 
lieve its formation—which is entirely practica- 
ble—would result in rendering both of more 
service to the cause of agricultural advance- 
ment than they can hopg to be laboring singly 
and disconnected. : 
The second is. in regard to the publications 
of the Department. Mr. Watts advocates the 
discontinuance of the annual volume, and the 
substitution for it of the monthly report. We 
are inclined to favor this suggestion. The dis- 
continuance of the former would save quite an 
item to the country; while the information 
gathered by the Department could be more 
readily disseminated by the latter. But in 
ease the annual volume is continued, Mr. 
Watts thinks there is no reason ‘why it should 
aot be issued as early as the month of March 
in each year.”’ As the annual reports have 
not heretofore usually been published until a 
year and a half after date, this statement looks 
very much like refurm—a refurm which we 
hope will be put in force.

First Cattle Show in America. 


An esteemed friend forwards us a copy of 
the Pittsfield (Mass.) Sun, containing the ad- 
dress of Hon. Thomas Allen of St. Louis, de- 
livered at the sixty-first anniversary of the 
Berkshire Agricultural Society. The address 
is one of unusual ability and interest, and be- 
sides containing many good ideas of a practical 
character, embraces some curious matters of 
history. The origin of this old Society, and 
of agricultural exhibitions in this country dates 
from 1807, when Elkanah Watson exhibited a 
Merino buck and ewe under the ‘‘old elm,”’ on 
the ‘‘green’’ in the center of the village of 
Pittsfield. After this no effurt to nold a show 
was made until 1810, when in answer to print- 
ed appeals issued to farmers a creditable exhi- 
bition was held, and that too, without organ- 
ization or rewards (prizes). These events led 
to the organization and incorporation of the 
Society in 1811, and the first real ‘‘cattle 
show”’ held in America took place im that year. 
As a matter of curiosity, we present below the 
order ef the ‘‘grand procession’’ formed on 
that occasion, which moved through the prin- 
cipal streets of the village :

Sixty-nine yoke of prime oxen con- 
nected by chaias, and drawing a plow held by 
Charles Goodrich, Esq., and Nathaniel Fair- 
field, the two oldest farmers present.

wird. A large stage, drawn by oxam, car- 
rying a large broad-cloth loom, with a flying 
shuttle anda spinning Jennie of forty spin- 
dles, both of these machines in actual opera- 
tion by skillful workmen. _ 
Fourth. Mechanics of the county carrying a 
flag representing a ram on one side and a shut- 
tle on the other. 
Fifth. A large stage drawn by horses car- 
rying various specimens of Berkshire manu fac- 
tures; among them rolls 9f broad-cloth, bolts 
of sail duck, handsome rose blankets, muskets, 
&c., with the flags of the United States and 
the Commonwealth displayed over it. 
Sizth. Officersand members of the Berkshire 
Agricultural Society with heads of wheat, be- 
ing the badge of the organization, in their 
hats. 
The Sheriff of the County, then Simon Lar- 
ned, acted as Chief Marshal of the day, assist- 
ed by tive deputies, the whole mounted on 
white horses.’

A Talk about Homes. 


While poets tell how ‘Softly the winds of 
Autumn sing,” very few persons who live, 
move and have their being on the earth need 
be informed that November is a cheerless 
month. 

It is, however, an excellent month for 
thought, and the formation of resolutions, 
which shall affect the future. Out of doors, 
everything hasa dreary aud winterish look. 
Nature has put off her bud and blossom, her 
flowers and green, and is now resting and re- 
cuperating, for another season of production 
and harvest. At this time home is the pleas- 
antest and best place, and it should be the 
study of every father and mother, son and 
daughter, how to make it the most attractive. 

Farmers, as a class, give too little attention 
to their homes. They neglect the spot that 
should be beautified by refinement, and the 
graces which belong toa Christian civilization 
—so it shall be to each and every member of 
the family, of all places on earth, ‘‘the dear- 
est.”’ : 

If you would have your sons remain at home 
when they are grown up, make it a locality of 
enjoyment, and comfort them, during their 
boyhood and youth. Conduct your work, ar- 
range your planting and harvesting, in such 
manner, as to combine a little recreation with 
labor. Allow a holiday to drop in occasional- 
ly, among the working days, and these long 
evenings, do not by indifference, or lack of de- 
monstrative affection, force your children away 
from the family hearth-stone, in pursuit of 
amusement. Permit them to have their par- 
ties, in the best room, if they demand it, give 
them good clothes to wear, cultivate their pride 
a little, enceurage their yeuthful demonstra- 
tions, and not by hard work or harsh words, 
curb and break the spirit, that must have a 
chance for action somewhere, either in your 
own house, or outside of it. 

By books, study, and example, foster a true 
religious sentiment in your children. To 
create this, it is not necessary to compel your 
sons and daughters to attend church two or 
three times on Sunday, besides prayer-meeting 
in the evening, neither is it obligatory upon 
you, to keep cards, dancing or innocent amuse- 
ments away from the house. if such do not 
dare cross your threshold, be assured they will 
be lurking about the neighborhood, where the 
oung folks can easily find them. i do not, 
~ a religious seatiment, include everythirg 
bigoted, and selfish, narrow-minded and intol- 
lerant, but one broad enough, and deep enough, 
to embrace charity, love and honuvr—vne that 
will make the world better and happier, in- 
stead of indifferent to everybody but self, and 
everything outside the tones of a church-bell. 
Perhaps you have heard about ‘‘Simon 
Dole,”’ if so, you will remember, he tried to 
do, right, or said he did, but celfisaness and 
meanness scattered his suns, at a time when 
most wanted on the farm. Old Simon 
‘*Prayed in the family mornin’ and night, 

*Thout twas in hayin’-time, now and then, 

When wages wuz high, an’ we’d hired men.”’ 
Intelligence, is the foundation of all that is 
noble, generous and good in our hones. The 
higher the standard of education, the more 
virtue and refinemeni among the young, and 
the greater respect for oumanity or Divinity. 

I understand why o many farmer’s sons 
wander away to the cities, when they are old 
enough to think for themselves, and wonder 
why parents, do not have their eyes open, too. 
Where boys and girls, grow up, slaves to hard 
work, and the whims and opinions of those 
who have stood still, while the world has moy- 
ed on, they will emancipate themselves from 
such servitude, the first hay nity, and 
ought not to be reproached for it. Every 
whole-souled, ambitious youth, «ould be en- 
couraged, and taught by love, patience and 
good works, to reverence the name of home, 
and respect whatever or whoever is connected 
with it. We live in a progressive age, an age 
of improvement, culture and advancement. 
Education and the rectifying influences of ob- 
servation, reflection and life, have wrought 
many changes, during the t fifty or even 
twenty years. Machinery, brought into use 
by thought and inventive genius, has done 
away with many customs, old-fashioned, on 
the farm. Colleges, and important institu- 
tions ef learning, are more numerous. Szhools 
abound, and the sons and daughters of to-day, 
should not be compeiled to travel in the foot- 
steps of the past.

Notes of Travel—No. 4. 


Notes from Long Island, N. ¥. 

I have been at work to-day ia a fruit gar- 
den, among pear, h and quince trees, and 
a fine lot of blackberry bushes—Kitatinney, 
Lawton and Early Wilson. The former are 
considered the most valuable for market, being 
strong — I measured one which had 
grown 16 feet in height, besides more length 
in lateral branches this season. .These on 
poaoen several quarts each of large and fine 

rries, and even one peck has been reported 
from a single bush. Here are several varieties 
of raspberries, Brinckles Orange takes the lead 
for profit as a market berry, selling in New 
York at 50 to 70 cents per quart the past sea- 
son, where nice berries were sent in early. I 
imagine this variety would be too tender for 
Maine, as they require protection here. 1 hey 
are bent to the ground, and buried with earth, 
and then dvenal with long manure. 

Tsis is just the season here for dressing 
the fruit gardens, trimming grape vines an 
cutting out old wood and thinning and short- 
ening in new, where there is a superabundance, 
among currant, raspberry bushes. The value 
of the land and the crops, when well grown, 
is such, that a liberal coat of manure annually 
is a necessity here. How can fruit growing 
or market gardening be made to pay here on 
land valued at from one to ten thousand dol- 
lars per acre. The reply is, land here in the 
suburbs of such an expensive city must ad- 
vance in price. And many owners are satis- 
fied while the land is paying good dividends on 
the investments, without even enclosing it, 
while others will look for good returns from a 
well tilled garden, and at the same time have 
it in shape to attract a customer. The garden 
to which I have alluded contiins about three- 
fourths of an acre. Seven years ago it was 
valued at $250 per lot of 25 by 100 feet, and 
a part of it purchased by the present owner at 
that price. He has since paid $600 per lot, 
and it is now valued at about $1000 per lot. 

Fruit in New York Markets. 

Visiting the New York cattle, sheep and 
swine markets, yesterday, at Communipaw, I 
noticed the receipts of hogs are large, and con- 
siderably improved in quality and weight, 
since last month. At Washiogton market I 
saw a fine lot of California pears (3 car loads) 
comprising Glout, Morceau, Easter Beurre, 
Vicar of Winkfield and Winter Nelis, direct 
from Sacramento. They wese on sale at seven 
dollars per crate, holding three-fourths of a 
bushel. Also one carload of splendid grapes, 
selling at thirty-ive cents per pound. Yes- 
terday, 79,759 barrels arrived in New York, 
mostly by the Hudson River route. 

The Weather. 
The weather here has been very mild for the 
ast fortnight, and to-day is quite summer 
Fike. While Maine was favored with gsow 
enough for sleighing, the farmers and garden- 
ers here were busy husking corn in the field, 
and transplanting lettuce and other plants, 
where it is to be in readiness for early spring. 
Germans as Market Gardeners. 

A large portion of the market gardening is 
carried on b7 the Germans, who are the most 
industrious and successful cultivators of the 
soil. Although not the most intelligent or 
progressive husbandmen, yet these Germans 
will thrive on the soil, where other classes 
would just live in poverty. They all worn; 
men women and children are busy in the fields, 
early and late, and often in cold and wet days. 
While the husband is marketing one load, the 
wife and children are harvesting or preparing 
another, although the wife will occasionally 
go to market, and dispose of the load alone. 
A glance at the rooms and tables of these Ger- 
mans will show one how cheap they can live. 
Good cooking and cleanliness is not a necessity 
with them. If they can only accumulate 
wealth by dispensing with many comforts of 
lite, they seem content. With money and 
lager beer they are at home in almost any 
place. Rumor says one of these Germans 
who was asked how he managed to make his 
small place pay so well, replied, ‘‘I tells ye 
how I does it, first, we sells all we can sell, 
then what we can’t sell we gives to the cow, 
and what the cow won’t ett we gives to the 
ig, and what the pig don’t eat mien vrow and 
eats.’”’ Of course there are bus few among 
them who read and improve by taking agricul- 
tural papers. Still there are some progressive 
ones who are being enlightened by reading the 
American Agriculturist in German. I recent- 
ly called on one of this stamp, who had made 
money enough in the city to buy 12 acres of 
rather ordinary looking land in a rough state, 
for waich he paid $650 per acre for a market 
garden, and has built a nice house and farm 
buildings at a cost of nearly $6000. 

The Milk Business in Brooklyn, 

A good milk farm on the island is property 
that makes good returns on.the inveStment. 
And even here in Brooklyn there are many 
cows kept in stables whica pay their owners 
well. 1 visited one of these stables where 40 
cows are kept by a gentleman farmer. And 
finding him quite obliging and ready to give 
facts about the feed and cost of keeping, [ 
gleaned the following: The feed per cow daily, 
is ten pounds of hay, four quarts of corn meal 
or oil saeal (prefers a mixtare) and one bushel 
of brewer’s grain (barley mait, from which 
lager beer ismade). Cost of feed thirty cents. 
Cows are now giving nearly ten quarts each 
daily worth ten cent per quart. Milk carts 
often the streets marked, ‘‘Dry Fed 
Dairy,” “High Ground,’”’ ‘‘Pure Orange 
County Milk,’’ &c., while the knowing vnes 
trace these milk wagons to some stables near a 
distillery, and fancy the milk rather sloppy.

sheltered in the soil. I think there is no 
doubt but in this case, at least, the plan would 
be a successful one, for any worm or insect 
which could withstand this sudden change 
must be weather proof. 

But to the barn. Long before we reach it, 
the expectant cattle have heard our footsteps, 
and all are up and ready for their breakfasts, 
with appetites made keen by the sudden cold. 
These animals are only machines, after all, 
which require a certain amount of heat or 
foree to keep in motion. Food is the fuel, and 
it takes more to ran it on a cold than a warm 
day. Isn’t that so? Well then, which will 
pay, atight, warm, but well ventilated stable, 
or a barn with spaces between the boards wide 
enough to stick your finger through? 

Out into the air again. The wind whizzes 
through the leafless branches of the old elm, 
and rustles the dead grass by the fence side. 
Occasionally is wo a distant cracking or 
breaking sound, as the suddenly frozen sur- 
face of the earth becomes too much contracted 
and yields with a sharp report, vy Ry 
rents, miniature crevasses on the sur of 
old Mother Earth. 

The morning wears on, and the sun vainly 
strives to disperse the cold. Noon arrives, 
and still the mercury refuses to rise higher 
than 12 degrees. ‘‘Cold, clear and win oe 
may be entered in the farmer's diary. And 
while he is about it, make these further en- 
tries: ‘*Ground closed for the season, night of 
27th of November. Very sudden change of 
weather; 40 degrees in 24 hours.” 

The afternoon comes, and is freezing away. 
only the chores can be done to-day. It is too 
disagreeable to perform any out-door labor. 
There is always enough to do on a farm. 
grist of corn is shelled, an axe handle made 
and fitted, and last week’s Farmer looked over 
thoroughly, and perhaps a letter or two 
written. 

Before five o’clock comes, the last farm chore 
is done, the barn visited for the last time, a 
good supply of wood laid in, and everything 
made snug and safe for night. Without, the 
cold increases as the evening wears on, the 
wind still howls—though the full moon tries 
to shine cheeringly upon the scene—and cold, 
dead, frozen stillness reigns. Within is a 
warm fire, a bright light, a table with apples 
and papers, and over all the room and its sur- 
roundings, a spirit of peaceand comfort. God 
pity the homeless to-night; and while we ex- 
perience our indebtedness, let us be dul 
thankful. The clock strikes nine. Good- 
night.

Pere items Farmer. 
Wintering Bees. 


Perhaps there was never a more urgent de- 
mand for wintering bees economically than at 
the present time, for under the coMmon course 
vast numbers must perish for want of supplies 
during the coming winter. But how shall we 
economize stores so as to enable the test 
number to pass this fearful ordeal safely? The 
answer is, protect them from extreme changes 
of temperature, and give them as nearly as 
practicable a temperature just about the freez- 
ing point and not much warmer or colder. It 
has been ascertained by careful experiment 
that about five pounds of honey will go as far 
under these circumstances as thirty pounds if 
allowed to remain on their summer stands. A 
well ventilated room in the cellar makes a very 
desirable place for bees to pass the winter; but 
unless thorough ventilation be accomplished, 
the bees had better take their chances some- 
where else. A room partitioned off in the cel- 
lar and connected with the flue of a chimney 
by a stove pipe, and a e from out doors 
to let in fresh air would be firstrate. The air 
would be kept in motion by the draft so that 
the room would contain a dry, pure atmos- 
phere, in which the combs would not mould 
and the bees come out in the spring ina 
healthy condition. Of course the flue from 
without could be regulated so as not to let in 
too much air im very cold weather, and more 
when it is warmer. Let the covers be removed 
from the hives, and the passages to the sur- 
plus boxes left uncovered; or old fashioned box 
hives turn bottom up with bottom board re- 
moved so that all moisture from the bees may 
pass off. G. W. P. Jerrarp.

How a Poor Family Live. 

Seeing your invitation in the last Farmer, I 
thought I would like to tell you hew a poor tamily 
of my acquaintance keep house, and if you think 
it worth a place in your valuable paper, please 
give it room. 

First, the husband is very lame, bei 
in the army, and has a pension of six dollars per 
month. He owns a small house and garden spot, 
the latter in the form of a flat-iron, the wide part 
in front of the house. He has set currant bushes 
about one-fourth of the way round the yard, has 
seven apple trees and one plum tree. He keeps 
the ground finely pulverized and dressed, and has 
raised thirty bushels of vegetables the past season, 
forty-five good cabbages, green peas and string 
beans enough fora family, of four, and between 
forty and fifty good squasties. He also keeps one 
cow, by having herin a neighbor’s barn; cuts hay 
on shares ia order to wiuter her, and with his 
roots she gives milk nearly all winter. He keeps 
a pig through the summ-r, and has a nice pen on 
the smallest part of his garden. He also has a few 
hens, and they are in a house near his, and havea 

ard, quite small, yet large enough for them to 
urrow in. He cuts wood by the cord winters, and 
nearly every day isimproved. If he sannot 
wages, he finds something te do about his om 
or house, 
The Kitchen and its Fixtures. 


Now asa man cannot keep house alone, [ will 
introduce you to the wife. e will go into the 
kitchen, as she is generally found there at this 
time of the year. I[t is an old fashioned room, 
with not much plastering, yet what there is, is 
kept nicely whitewashed. A cheap paper is on the 
walls; the wood-work is painted lead color, the 
windows, three in number, have cheap paper cur- 
tains, and a few pictures are hungarouad. There 
is a clock, a wall basket made of an old skeleton, 
and a home-made whatnot, with useful articles on 
it. On the mantei-piece, is kept clean lamps, and 
flat-irons. There isa well-kept stove, while the 
floor is covered with a rag-carpet. Arouad the 
stove is canvass, and a few rugs in different places 
eomplete the outfit of the room in that direction. 
Halt a dozen chairs, a table aud sink comprise the 
furniture. Now for the

She is little, brc wn-haired, blue-eyed being, not 
pretty, but neat, pleasant, and always busy, as 
one can tell by looking into her milk-room, which 
opens out ofthe kitchen. Her dishes are kept in it, 
but the milk is kept on a wide shelf, and she has 
taken laths, and tacked papers on them, and cov- 
ers the pans so dust and flies have no opportunity 
to enter there. By keeping the window open 
nights in the summer, the room is cool enough for 
the cream to rise well. Hur food is well prepared, 
and properly cooked, although everything is very 
plain. Une sleeping room opens out of the kiteh- 
en, it which are two beds. One for the little one 
has a knit spread of factory cotton No. 10, four- 
threaded. It is an oak leaf pattern, quite pretty. 
On her bed, is a spread of common sheeting knot- 
ted with wick-yarn, a rag carpet on $he floor, and 
in front of the bed a rug made of ravelled stock-

o. ture thus speaks ef the winter deco: ation of rooms 


The use of English ivies for the purpose of deoor- 
atung living rooms is more extensive every > 
and cannot be wo recommended. 
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The State College tor the People. 


We copy the following article concerning 
the ‘State College of Agriculture and the 
Mechanic Arts,”’ from a late issue of the Mainc 
Journal of Education. The writer is unknown 
to us, but he has succeeded in presenting the 
object and purposes of the Institution ins 
very intelligent manner, and also of answer- 
ing several objections that have been raised 
against this and similar colleges regarding 
their courses of study and the displacement of 
the dead languages by those studies which have 
a more immediate bearing upon the actual 
business of life. A point of great force is also 
made in connection with the graduatior of 
scholars—the main thing being after all, what 
a person is qualified to do, not where he was 
qualified. Aside from these points, the claims 
of the Institution to the encouragement and 
support of the people of the State, and its 
ability to give as thorough a mental training 
as the older classical colleges, are well stated. 
Referring first to the spiritand meaning of the 
National act under which the college was es- 
tablished, the writer continues : 

*‘As this college differs from most of the 
older institutions of learning in the class of 

rsons intended to be tted, and in the 
mode of instruction to be employed, it became 
a serious question with the trustees and others 
interested, how best to carry out the spirit and 
letter of the grant. But as this oo was 
established especially for the industrial , 
it seemed imperative to consider the various 
mechanical employments of the citizens of our 
State, and introduce such courses of study as 
would best fit the young for those employ- 
meats, giving them practical as well as theo- 
retical instruction. Accordingly the follow- 
ing courses of study have been adopted, viz.: 
A course in agriculture, a course in civil engi- 
neering, a course in mechanical engineering, 
and an elective course. 

These prescribed courses extend through a 
period of four years, the studies of the first 
two being alike in all the courses, after which 
the student may devote his time to the special 
studies of his future employment. 

All the students are required to labor three 
Faye > five days a —- 

receive compensation, thus lessening their 
expenees while attending this school, and as 
\this requirement extends to all, there is no 
disgrace attached to it in the estimation of any 
one‘here. It is the design to make the labor, 
as mach as possible, illustrative of the studies 
pursued, and also to induce habits of industry 
where they do not exist, and to s then 
those habits where they are already formed. 
Thus the student hase sufficient amount of 
exercise for his health, and it is very doubtful 
if those athletic sports which have gained so 
wide a reputation for some cojleges, ever ob- 
tain a foothold here. The labor system has 
thus far acted as a safety-valve, allowing the 
pent-up vital forces which so frequently t 
out into ‘‘college scrapes,”’ to pass off in anoth- 
er direction. 

Many misapprehended the design of the col- 
lege from its name, and this is not surprising, 
for since it is almost universally 
‘* Agricultural College,’’ many would be led to 
suppose that agriculture is the only thing 
taught, and that unless a large percentage of 
the graduates become farmers, the institution 
has failed to fulfill the design for which it was 
established ; but if such will recall 
what the leading mechanical pursuits in this 
State are, they will be directed to those depart- 
ments of industry where skilled labor is re- 
quired, and to afford it throughout the United 
States, the industrial colleges were instituted. 

Many through the State may, and probably 
will, expect too much from the college farm. 
They expect certain experiments to be tried, 
and the results, waether successes or failures, 
to be published, in order that the farmers may 
adopt the successful methods, and avoid those 
ansuccessful, and yet there is great surprise 
that the farin isno more profitable. As well 
may we expect the experiments of the chemi- 
cal lecture-room to be profitavle as for a farm 
to be profitable upon which experiments are 
constantly being tried. The profit of the thing 
comes from the information given to the pub- 
lic, whereby many farmers through the State 
are prevented from entering into unprofitable 
operations on their farms. 

The question is frequently asked how this 
college com with the regular classical col- 
leges, and whether the honor of graduation 
from the industrial colleges is not far interior 
to that from the classical colleges. The con- 
ditions of admission to the classical college 
differ from those of this college chiefly in the 
amount of Greek and Latin requi for ad- 
mission. Some two or three years are required 
to fit in Greek and Latin for those colleges be- 
yond what is required for admittance here, and 
it must be admitted that this extra drill in the 
preparatory schoo! as s means of mental disci- 
pline and culture is invaluable, and should the 
student come here with the same fit with which 
he presents himself to those celleges, the ques- 
tion would then be more fairly put. Lhe 
course here is four years, as it is also in those 
institutions, and the main difference between 
the studies of the one schoel and the other is 
that here Greek and Latin are omitted, and the 
time is occupied with scientific studies taught 
in @ practical manner, and bearing as much as 
possible upon the chosen pursuits of the stu- 
dents. Now it is reasonable to suppose that 
if, in a course of four , the time is to be 
largely occupied in the study of the 
iayay saseatea in Go nly sf Sp Snare» 
& small amvunt of time can possibly be deyot- 
ed to scientific study and research, and no one 
will dispute that the mathematical, physical, 
and natural sciences have a more direct and 
immediate ing u the mechanical pur- 
suits of aie thas do the dead lang ‘ese 
fore [ must conclude that for tne industrial 
classes for which it was designed, this institu- 
tion offers better advantages than the classical 
college possibly can.

The Meeting of Congress. 

The meeting of Congress, the  President’s 
message and the condition of public affairs as 
presented therein, and in the reports of the 
heads of departments, are again the topics of 
the day. The message and -the Congressional 
proceedings of the first two days were laid be- 
fore our readers last week. 

The greater part of this last, like nearly all 
former messages, is taken up with the state- 
ment of facts that are already knewn beth to 
Congreas and to the public, and whose re- 
hearsal is of no interest except so far as it 
gives occasion here and there for the President 
to express his sentiments in relation to events 
that have transpired. More eagerly read are 
the passages in which the President advises 
Congress in relation to, its action in various 
matrers, and indicates the probable action of 
the executive; and even here there is but very 
little that is not already familiar. The mes- 
sage has met witha favorable reception, and 
may be regarded asa very fair review of the 
situation. It is quite moderate in tone, and 
marked by no such serious blemishes as that 
of last year, which contained the remarkable 
argument in favor of the annexation of San 
Domingo, the irritating treatment of the ques- 
tions between us and Canada, and the unfair 
fling at revenue reformers. Indeed, these very 
topics afford illustrations of the truths we 
have stated.. San Domingo is not alluded to, 
and from this we may infer that the President 
is going to adhere strictly to his announced 
intention ef having no policy to maintain 
against the will of the people. The settlement 
of the Canadian question by the treaty of 


And as to revenue reform the Presi- 
dent contents himself with recommending cer- 
tain sensible steps in that direction, mildly 
tinctured, so far as the tariff is concerned, by 
protectionist notions. On the whole it is 
« straight-forward, basiness like docament. 

Congress has gone to work with its accus- 
tomed alacrity’at the introduction of bills, and 
will probably exhibit its accustomed dilatori- 
ness in discussing and disposing of them. One 
of the most important matters at the opening 
of the House was the announcement by the 
Speaker of the standing committees. In this 
difficult matter er. Blaine appears to have 
succeeded well, and to have exhibited great 
fairness. The Committee on Ways and Means, 
for instance, which was in the last Congress 
strongly protectionist, is now so composed that 
it is impossible to tel! inadvance to which side 
of that vexed question it will incline. The 
composition of this committee corresponds well 
with the complexion of the House, and so far 
ax tariff legislation is concerned, leads to the 
opivion that while large reductions in rates on 
some articles will take place, and some others 
of general consumption will be placed on the 
free list, nothing very radical will be done. 

Aside from the tariff, taxation by internal 
revenue will be reduced, and there is even now 
a bill before the Senate, introduced by Mr. 
Sumner, which goes so far as to abolish the 
office of Collector of Internal Revenue. In this 
action of Mr. Sumner, critics profess to see an 
attack on the President, which is the opening 
step in a bitter partisan warfare. 

Among the other prominent matters that 
will oceupy the attention of Congress are the 
purchase and management of all the telegraph 
lines in the country by the Government in con- 
nection with the postal business, the revival of 
ocean navigation, further legislation for the 
protection of the rights of people of color, and, 
perhaps, for the suppression of disorders in 
the South; and, unless the greed of the land- 
grabbers has abated, of which we have no 
hope, the calendar will be burdened with 
schemes for the building of railroads on condi- 
tion of grants of public lands. 

Though it is perhaps useless to anticipate, 
yet we have strong hopes that the action of 
Congress at this session will be charact:rized 
by more than its ordinary regard for the best 
public sentiment—that which demands severe 
honesty and a paramount devotion to the pub- 
lic good—in all departments of the government. 
The overthrow of the Tammany ring in New 
York is exerting a powerful influence in favor 
of the purification of the public service which 
cannot fail to be felt even in Washington.

The present 
normal capacity of the hospital is about 350— 
the utmost limits, 400. The probabilities are 
that before the close of the — year the 
number will reach 400.

Ist, 1870. 174—116 men and 58 women, have 
been since admitted. There have been dis- 
charged during the year, 151—94 men and 57 
women, leaving in the Hospital at the close of 
the year, 368—186 men and 182 women. The 
condition of those discharged was apparently 
as follows: recovered, 58 ; improved, ; un- 
improved, 51 ; died, 30 men and 14 women. 

orty-seven of the patients now in the hos- 
pital are supported entirely by the State, 273 
receive State aid of $1.50 per week, and 51 pay 
the whole of their expenses, or are supported 
by their friends, at the rate of $4 and $7 per 
week, according to accommodations. On the 
14th of October, 1840, the first patient was 
admitted to the hospital. Since that 3813 have 
been admitted. 3445 have been discharged ; 
of whom 1547 recovered ; 664 improved, 375 
unimproved, and 639 have died. 

In view of anticipated lack of accommodation, 
the Superintendent suggests the commencement 
of another building on the grounds a little 
north of the present hospital building, for the 
accommodation of female patients, consisting of 
a center building and two wings, each of soffi- 
cient capacity when completed to accommodate 
100 patients. Then, as future necessities re- 
quire, other wings could be added, till the size 
should reach that of the present establishment, 
when both together would accommodate about 
800 patients. 

The male inmates are provided with work on 
the furm, in the garden and about the build- 
ings, and the females, employment in tbe laun- 
dry, seamstress’ room, kitchen &. Riding and 
walking is enjoyed by those who do not care to 
work for exercise, and games of various kinds 
serye to — the weary hours. 

Captain W. E. Leighton, Steward and Treas- 
urer, submits his annual report, which shows 
the expenditures fur the year to have been 
$90,062,42,; receipts, $91,605,48. The state- 
ment of resources and liabilities shows quite 
an amount in favor of the institution; but 
reckoning the balance in the treasury at the 
commencement of the year, there is now shown 
a small balance against the hospital, owing to 
the necessity the past year of expending an un- 
usually large amount for repairs and improve- 
ments un the farm and buildings.

Tue Fisnerres Question. A bill has been 
prepared by the State Department for intro- 
duction into Congress for carrying out the 
provisions of the Treaty of Washington in 
reference to the fisheries. The first seetion 
of the bill authorizes the President upon the 
evidence that Great Britain, Canada, and 
Prince Edward’s Island, have carried out the 
provisions of the treaty, by the necessary leg- 
islation to sign a proclamation for the free en- 
try of fish and their products from Canada and 
Prince Edward’s Island. Section two extends 
the same privileges to Newfoundland. Section 
three provides that during the continuance of 
such stipulations the President may authorize 
the transportation of goods in boad through 
the British states; and section four provides 
for the protection, during the existence of the 
treaty, of the trade of British citizens between 
ports of the United States which may pass 
through the Dominion of Canada, and that the 
President of the United States may suspend 
this condition whenever the Canadian govern- 
ment shall deprive the citizens of the United 
States of the right to use the Canadian canals. 
If any export duty is levied after June 16, 
1872, upon any lumber cut on American ter- 
ritory watered by the St. John River and float- 
ed to the sea through New Brunswick, the 
President may also suspend the right to tran- 
sit in bond across the United States territory.

Madrid, Det. 10. A Herald special says 
tremendous excitement prevailed in Madrid 
upon the receipt of President Grant’s message 
relating to the Cuban difficulties.

Report OF THE SECRETARY OF THE TREASURY. 
We make the following abstract of the Secre- 
tary Qoutwell’s annual report : 

During the fiscal year ending June, 30, 
1871, the reduction of the public debt was 
$94,327,764.84. The total cecrease in the 

ublic debt from March 1, 1869, to December 
r 1871, was $277,211,892.16; and during 
the same period the annual interest ¢ has 
been reduced $16,741,436.04. The Secretary 
says: 

voThe revenues for the year 1871, and the 
receipts since the first of July last, show that 
the time has arrived when a considerable fur- 
the reduction in taxes can be made, and yet 
leave the government in a position tu pay at 
least fifty millions of dollars annually of the 
principal of the public debt, including the 
amount pledged through the sinking fund.” 
Tne Secretary recommends a rigid adherance 
tw this policy in the future. 

The revenue from customs for the fiscal year 
1871 was greatly in excess of the estimates, 
amounting to $206,270,408.05, against $191,- 
538,374.44, for the preceding year. The cost 
of collecting this revenue was $6,560,672.61, 
for 1881, being three and eleven hundredths 
per cent., while the cost for the year 1870 was 
$6,237 137.25, or three and twenty hundredths 
per cent. 

The appropriation for the collection of the 
customs, with the additions derived from fines, 
penalties, and forfeitures, exceeded the expend- 
itures by the sum of more than eight hundred 
thousand dollars, and there is no doubt that 
the permanent appropriation will be ample 
for the present year, and for the next fiscal 


ear. 
The reduction ot the rates of duty on the 
1st of January, 1871, under the act of July 
14, 1870, diminished the importation of many 
articles during the last six months of the year 
1870, but there was consequently a large ad- 
dition to the revenues for tne first six months 
of the year 1871. 
The probability is that the customs revenue 
for the current year will exceed that for the 
year 1870-71.

In reference to the reduction of taxation 
sithout umparing the ability of the government 
to continue the liquidation uf the public debt 
$50,000,000 annually, the Secretary says ; 

It is practicable to dispense with all revenue 
from internal seurces except that derived from 
stamps, spirits, tobacco, and malt liquers,— 
These sources should furnish for the year 1872- 
73 a revenue of about one hundred and ten 
wilions of dollars, macing a reduction of taxes 
of sixteen mullioas of duilars. The revenue 
from customs under existing laws, and from 
lands and miscellaneous sources, would amount 
to about two hundred and thirty-three millions 
more, making a total revenue tor that year of 
three hundred and torty-three milliuns of dol- 
lars. 
‘The expenses of the government, not in- 
cluding the amount payable on account of the 
sinking fund, are estimated at $273,025,- 
773.99 
If to this sum be added fifty millions of dol- 
lars for payments on account of the public debt, 
including the amount due on the sinking fund, 
there remains a of about twenty mil- 
lions, within which reductions may be made in 
the revenue from customs. ‘This amount, 
added to the reductions propused under the 
internal revenue laws, gives a total reduction

Finally he left them and the mail in the 
bushes, took a horse, and by a trail reached 
the Vulture mill, near Wickenburg, got assist- 
ance and returned to the scene of the murder, 
Two of the victims were found to be shet in 
theeye, two in the forehead, and one in the 
back of the head. An old man, with a black 
beard, who had fought hard, was missing and 
may have escaped. This man must have been 
Hammill. 

Heavy rifle cartridges were found, and their 
use oF pie from the great-number of 
shots —there being twenty through the 
stage. The mail had been opened, and such 
letters as would contain money examined, and 
the baggage searched for money. No horses, 
nor harness, nor guns, nor bright blankets, 
nor any such things as Indians covet, were 
taken. There is no doubt about it; they were 
not Indians, nor Mexivans, as the shooting was 
too good; white men did it; ‘‘road agents,”’ as 
they are technically termed here. They gener- 
ally simply rob. It was reported that a man 
was asked some time ago at Wickenburg to rob 
the stage that brought ‘‘Moli Shepard’’ down, 
as she would have much money. Kruger also 
had much money with him, as he was a gov- 
ernment agent of some kind. The murderers 
did not find the greater part of the latter’s mon- 
ey, and seem to have left precipitately. 


Seventeen Persons Frozen to Deatn. A 
gentleman who arrived in Kansas City on Sat- 
urday last, informs the Times that on the Sun- 
day previous a terrible affair occurred in Sa- 
lem county, Nebraska. A party of emigrants 
were passing through the county westward, 
when the cold constantly incrcasing they con- 
cluded to camp. They were ona piece of high 
prairie several miles from any house, but three 
miles from them was a piece of timber land. 
After unhitching their teams the men started 
to procure fuel. Not returning for several 
hours the women left the children and started 
to hunt them up. The next day the bodies of 
seventeen persons who perished from the in- 
tense cold were found. The children left in 
the wagons were the only survivors.
